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THE RECORD SPEAKS FOR ITSELF 


Deeds, not promises, count. 

The mere list of programs presented 
from year to year at the Cape Play- 
house, Dennis, indicate that Mr. Moore 
has consistently fulfilled by deeds his 
promises to himself in founding this 
unique theatre—to make it America’s 
most famous and most widely imitated 
summer theatre. 

The list tells its own story—but it 
should be pointed out that such great 
present day favorites as Robert Mont- 
gomery, Bette Davis, Lloyd Nolan, Drue 
Leighton, Henry Fonda and Margaret 
Hamilton received their real start at the 
Cape Playhouse; that Mady Christians 
made her first American appearance there 
in 1933; and that many excellent plays 
were first produced at Dennis, before be- 
ing taken to Broadway to become nation- 
al hits, as for example, “When Ladies 
Meet.”

ing Mary,” “The Girl From Utah,” and 
in “Sybil” with Joseph Cawthorne, and 
Julia Sanderson. Played 110 consecutive 
weeks as the Prince in “The Merry Wid- 


ow.” More recently Mr. Brian has been 
seen in a number of dramatic produce- 
tions, his last engagement being on 


Broadway, where he succeeded Thomas 
Mitchell in the leading role of “Fly 
Away Home” the comedy of Cape Cod 
life, in which he will be seen at the 
Cape Playhouse next week. 


TAMARA GEVA, equally successful as 
a dancer and as an actress, was born in 
Russia, and came to this country after a 
successful career in the leading capitals 
of Europe. She has appeared on Broad- 
way in a number of dramatic attractions 
and last season astounded and delight- 
ed the critics of the metropolis, who 
knew her up to that time only as an 
actress, capturing the chief laurels of 
the American Ballet at the Adelphi The- 
atre with a dramatic dance which held 
the stage, and the audience for almost 


half an hour, a remarkable feat for a 
solo dancer. 


EUGENE FITSCH, scenic designer for 
Mr. Moore’s productions at the Cape 
Playhouse is an etcher of note, with 
specimens of his work on exhibit at the 
Meseum Nationale, Paris, and at the 
Brooklyn Museum. He studied art at 
the Albright Art Galleries in Buffalo and 
won a scholarship to the Art Students’ 
League in New York. He soon became 
an instructor for the League, but con- 


tinued his own work, devoting himself to | 


lithographs and etchings. He put on a 
number of one-man shows of his work 
at the Weyhe and Morton galleries. He 
branched out into scenic designing, and 
as a scene painter for the Bergman Stu- 
dios, New York, worked under such de- 


signers as Robert Edmond Jones, Nor- 


man Bel-Geddes, Lee Simonson, and 
Cleon Throckmorton. He first came to 
Dennis to paint the scenes for “The Cape 
Cod Follies,” some seasons back, and 
since then has been associated with Mr. 
Moore’s productions.
